You may or may not have heard this phrase before, but 
what does it mean? OSCA is a special case because 
although we do “own” our two off-campus housing co- 
Ops, we ‘rent’ the other eight. So how can we say that 
we own them? We own them because we determine 
ourselves how we live in them, what food we eat, when 
we eat it, how it is prepared, and all other facets of the 
organization. All co-op policies are determined demo- 
cratically in meetings both at the all-OSCA level and at 
the co-op level. This means that each year we have to 
reinvent the wheel to some extent, but when all is done 
the community is a product of the collective ideas of its 
members. Many members past and present don’t stop 
praising the co-ops’ good food, reduced costs, and warm 
community; they go on to describe the co-op experience 
as being “a vital part of their education.”
